French Feel Relleved,

The Forelgn office ofMciala do not con-
ceal thelr delight at the settlement of the
Turkish diMficulty. During the last few days
it was ¢vident that some anxiety was felt
Jest the affair mar the festivities om the
eccanion of the canr’s visil.

The correspondent of the Associated
Preas learns that M. Constans’ dispatch was
brief, but it leaves no donbt that the sul-
tan bas ylelded all that was wanted in the
matter of the quays, by Issuing an lrade
recognizing the full rights claimed by the
Frooch company to extend its operations,
buy land and start ferries, also removing
the annoylng restrictions hitherto imposed
by the customs and police officials. This
pot only onds the dispute but ends also all
guestion of the repurchase of the com-
pany's concession by the Porte at the pres-
int time.

Regarding the other French clalms, as
thelr amount has been admitted by Turkey
Ihe negotiations only turn on the manner
M payment. It ia believed this will be ar-
tanged quickly.

“The emperors will meet us good friends,
from the conviction that it 15 the best thing
for both te be good fricnds, though attempts
may be made here and there to mar that
friendship.'

The meeting will take plnee on board the
Terman imperial yacht Hohenzollern. The
czar's visit will last only forty-eight hours.

German Maneuvers nt Same Time,

At the same time that the czar will be
reviewing the French fleet und troops, the
German imperial maneuvers, to which Lord
Roberts, the Britlsh commander-in-chief,
bins been Invited, will be in progress in the
country south of Dirschau on the Vistula.
The maneuvers are of exceptional Interest
this year. Special attention will be paid to
the eyclist divisions, plgeon post and bal-
loon company attached to each corps and
to the experiments with motor cars.

Ench Hus Elght Winunings.

Sinee the first of July the two candl-
dates for the honor of defending the cup
have made eighteen starts. Out of these
there have been sixteen finishes, an up-
usually large number, Constitution has won
elght and Columbia elght. But these Ng-
ures, taken alone, do not qulie represent
the respective merita of the two boats as
shown by the contests already salled. A
briet review of the results shows that
Constitution has shown superiority in light
breezes and smooth seas only. Columbla
has never been beaten in anythliog like a
Strong aod true wind, wita onv exception,
which was on August 10, off Newport, when
it suffered a mishap In a hard hammer to
windward in the strongest breeze of the
whole serles, When the accldent occurred
it was abhead of Constitution in the weather
berth and it Is the general opinion that It
would have beaten the new boat had It
not been obliged to luf jnto the wind for
more than flve minutes. However the
performance of Constitutlon on that day
wias n grand one. The wind piped up to
twenty-four knots at timea and the yacht
took the heavy seas and hard puffs, even
with a club topsall alofi, In admirable
style.

The fOirst race on July 1 was won by Co=
Iumbia in a ten-knot southwester. On July
3 Columbla became disabled three miles
from the start, when It had a lead, and
Constitution refused to take a walkover, On
July 6 and 8, in light airs, at no time blow-
ing over six knots, and most of the time
under four, Constitution showed up in
wonderful form and gave the old hoat two
decleive beatings, On the 10th of July Con-
stitution started, but soon withdrew on ac-
count of thick fog. Columbia and Inde-
pendence went over the course, but were
unable to finish within the time limit. On
July 11 and 12 Columbia won two victories,
one in a nine-knot southwester and the
other in a fresh northeaster.

When Constitution Floaurished.

Then came the races during the crulse
of the New York Yacht club In the light
breeges of the sound. Constitution took
three to the Columbia's one. On July 24
Columbla took the Astor cup on the New-
port course in handsome style and Con-
stitution went to Bristol to charge its rig,
{tg managers not being satisfied with f{ts
performances. They next came together
on August 10 In the hard race already
mentioped. On August 12 Columbla won
on the time allowance !n a close finish in
light and fluky winds. They started on
August 14 In a light breeze on a wind-
ward and leeward course. The wind fell
flat and after four hours of drifting both
withdrow, being then on even terms, Then
came the llght alr Larchmont races in the
Sound on August 18 and 17, which Con-
stitution took, one by a large margin and
' the other by only b8 seconds. The two

In spite of this statement there 'Y
strong undorcurrent of bellef that there
are powsrful lnfluences nt work to bring
the warring intorests together with the
Mea of ending the disasirous warfare that
s unsectling the industrial prosperity of
the country, About the headquarters  of
the Amalgamated assoolation today there
was the usual Saturday quiet. The oallers
wera fow and the oMcors wore busy with
mall matter most of the dny.

Easley and White Still Here

Of the four men who discussed mattors
pertalning to the strike with President
Shaffer and the other members of the nd-
Yisory board on Friday, Ralph M, Easloy,
the secretary of the National Clvie fed-
eration, and Seoretury White of the Gar-
ment Workers of America are In Pitts-
burg. They remalned over and say they
will be in Pittsburg for a fow days. They
did not call at Amalgamated headquarters
during the day and were apparently not
looked for. It is sald by some that the
two In Pittsburg are walting for further
developments in the strike that are ex-
pected In & few days. The officials of the
organization admitted on Friday that there
was somothing under way that was of the
utmost importance and that it would be
heard of In a few days. This, with the
rumor that President Mitchell and Prof.

Slight thought {t may
be, and possibly only preliminary to an
arbitration of the question in dispute, the
situation seems to give promise of brighter
things during the coming week., The ut-
most reticence has been noticeable In all
clrcles regarding strike matters since the
close of (he conference yesterday after-
noon.,

Thelr Whereabonts Unknown.

It |8 not known positively {hat President
Mitchell went to Chicago Friday night after
the conference. Nelther 18 [t known that
Prof. Jenks went there. There I8 no rea-
son known for the latter golng west. There
Wwera some persons about Amalgamated
headquarters today, who sald that both of
these visltora went to New York Instead
of Chicago. It Is further rumored that they
carried with them information to present
to  the United States Steel corpo-
ratlon regarding a settlement of the strike.
It is further rumored that they had the
neceseary authority to act for the Amaiga-
mated assoclation up to the point of an
official meeting between the two Interests
concerned.

It is not at all certaln that the suvposed
mesaengers from Amalgamated headquar-
ters went to New York. Thelr mesting
place may be clsowhere. President C. M.
Bchwab I8 said to be absent from New

York and not oxpected to return for a few
days.

It Is argued today by those competent to
speak that both sides to the fight are In
a better mood to discuss (erms of a settle-
et than they woere nt the outset and
personal feellngs have been cooled some-
what by Intervening events.

The Amal-
gamated assoclation has closed noounlon
plants that were not consldered a part of
its flold of Influence, while the trust has
demonstrated its ability to start the plants
with raw material and make a showing
with poor material that has surprised the
skllled men of the organization. One of
the Amalgamated ofMclals remarked that
the fight has demonstrated that nelther
slde could got along without the other
and peace by mutusl concesslons was the
only possible outcome of the present AIM-
culty, Should the present attempt prove
& nuccess, it Is sald, the whole AiMculty
can be fixed up and the men return to
work within the coming week. Most of the
plants are ready to start as soon as fires
can be lghted and furnaces heated.

The strike situation in Pittsburg tonight
wns  practically  without change. The
Amalgamated lodges of Whoeellng, Bellaire,
Aetnaville and Martin'a Perry gave a mon-
fter outing at the State Falr grounds at
Whesoling this afternoon, at which the
prinelpal attractlon was Assistant See-
retary Tighe of the Amalgamated assocla-
tion.
